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II PROUD TO BE CARLISLE COUNTY OWN ED AND OPERATED 

Fiscal Court Discusses Possible Litigation in Birds Point Levee Explosion

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court met in regular session 
on April 24, 2012. The meet¬ 
ing began with the approval 
of the previous minutes and 
the ambulance report by 
Carlisle County Ambulance 
Director Wayne Floyd. 

Floyd reported that the re¬ 
mounting of the current am¬ 
bulance will cost no more 
than $75,000. The remount¬ 
ing on the ambulance will 
make the vehicle as if it is 
brand new and will restore 
all of the previous warranties 
that were on the ambulance. 
This is in comparison to the 
$140,000 that the county 
would have had to spend on 
a new ambulance. The fiscal 
court made a motion for 
Floyd to take action to 
arrange the remounting of 
the ambulance. The job will 
take 90-120 days to com¬ 
plete. 

In the coroner’s report 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry reported 
that the legislature accom¬ 
modated the funding for the 
Madisonville Autopsy Of¬ 
fice. In the past it was to be 
believed that funding for that 
would be cut. However, the 
funding was allocated and 
after a new pathologist is 


found the Madisonville of¬ 
fice will re-open. As of now 
patients have to be taken to 
Louisville for examination, 
putting extra costs on coun¬ 
ties in the extreme western 
parts of Kentucky due to 
travel and hotel accommoda¬ 
tions. 

In the DES/Solid Waste re¬ 
port, Missy Rowland was in 
a meeting, but Judge Execu¬ 
tive Terry said that bridge 
work at Bobby Yates Road 
on CR 1002 was set to begin 
soon, as will cleanup and re¬ 
pairs in the river bottoms. 

In the river bottoms engi¬ 
neers, along with Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Terry, Road Foreman 
Jerry Bowman and Magis¬ 
trates Sonny Pearson, Lloyd 
Presson and Burley Mathis, 
met with the people at the 
Army Corp of Engineers and 
will discuss what can be 
done concerning the river 
bottoms. Along with that, 
Judge Executive Terry re¬ 
ported that Carlisle County 
will be entering into litiga¬ 
tion surrounding damages 
the sandy bottoms of Carlisle 
County took when the Birds 
Point Levee in New Madrid 
had to be blown due to 
flooding last year. Carlisle 
County is entering into the 
litigation, along with multi¬ 
ple counties in Missouri. 


In the Carlisle County 
Jailer’s Report Ronny 
Owens reported that there 
were four inmates in the Bal¬ 
lard County Detention Cen¬ 
ter and two in the Hickman 
County Detention Center. 

In the road department re¬ 
port, road supervisor Jerry 
Bowman reported that a sec¬ 
ond opinion on the county’s 
road grader is being sought 
after an initial estimate for 
repairs totaled $20,000. 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry asked for 
the county’s patience on road 
grading, as viable and more 
cost effective options were 
explored. 

In the sheriff’s report, 
Carlisle County Sheriff 
Steve Perry reported that the 
state legislature approved a 
$1.00 an hour raise for all 
courthouse security guards. 
Along with that, his quar¬ 
terly report was approved. 

In the 911 report, Carlisle 
County 911 Director Josh 
Glover reported that he will 
be named President of Pub¬ 
lic Communications Offi¬ 
cials in Kentucky. His term 
will begin in September and 
he will be attending the na¬ 
tional conference in Min¬ 
nesota this year. 

Glover reported that with 
Betsy Case graduating from 


the academy in Richmond, 
all Carlisle County 911 dis¬ 
patchers were certified. 
Glover then requested that 
Case’s pay be elevated to the 
standard the dispatchers are 
at when they complete their 
academy training. The fiscal 
court approved that pay in¬ 
crease. 

In new business, the pur¬ 
chase of an enclosed trailer 
for the Carlisle County Court 
Clerk’s Office was approved. 
It will not solely serve the 
clerk’s office, but in time of 
elections it can serve as a 
backup mobile precinct in 
the event something hap¬ 
pened to a machine at one of 
the county’s voting areas. 

The second reading of the 
budget amendment was ap¬ 
proved, along with the 
Carlisle County Extension 
office Special District 
budget. 

Judge Executive Terry up¬ 
dated the fiscal court in the 
county’s pursuit of riding 
trails. Terry, along with 
Hickman County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Pruitt will meet 
on Wednesday with Matt 
Sawyers of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife and see what obsta¬ 
cles the counties will and 
may face in establishing 
these proposed riding trails. 


Terry also discussed with 
County Attorney Michael 
Hogancamp the possibility 
of establishing an ordinance 
for ATV usage on the trails 
for county residents and non¬ 
county residents. 

Transfers and claims were 
approved, and Judge Execu¬ 
tive Terry opened the floor to 
any business the public may 
have. 

Geoffrey Newton was in at¬ 
tendance, and he asked about 
the possible extension of the 
Carlisle County Ballpark 
that was proposed and why 
there were surveyors near his 
land on Hillcrest. Newton 
asked why another ball field 
could not be built where the 
old shooting range was. 
Judge Executive Terry told 
Newton that the plans are in 
the beginning stage, and that 
there was a master plan that 
was drawn up where a road 
would cut through the old 
shooting sports area from 
HWY 62. Newton ques¬ 
tioned the need to buy new 
property where there was 
property already there that 
could be used. Judge Execu¬ 
tive Terry invited Newton 
and anyone else who would 
like to review the master 
plan to come by his office 
and he would be glad to dis¬ 
cuss it. 


Before adj ournment, 
Carlisle County Court Clerk 
Gary Owens reported back 
his findings on CR 1940 that 
was in question if there had 
ever been any type of motion 
to officially close the road. 
Upon Gary and his wife 
Theresa’s findings, he re¬ 
ported that CR 1940 was 
never officially closed de¬ 
spite maintenance ceasing on 
the road. Vicky Crider was in 
attendance and she added 
that 70 years ago there was a 
home on that road, but in the 
past 50 years of her family 
owning that property, there 
had never been road mainte¬ 
nance conducted by the 
county. 

County Attorney Michael 
Hogancamp told the fiscal 
court that the petition that 
was filed by Lowell King be 
answered by stating the 
county, although it has not 
maintained the road, still has 
CR 1940 in its road system 
and no measures have been 
taken to take the road out of 
the road system. CR 1940 
currently had a gate across 
its path established by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife.

POWER OF OUR WORDS 

Let no corrupt communica¬ 
tion proceed out of your 
mouth, but that which is good 
to the use of edifying, that it 
may minister grace unto the 
hearers. 

(Ephesians 4: 29) 

As men of God it is our re¬ 
sponsibility to lead our fami¬ 
lies and others into full 
spiritual maturity as well as 
seeing to all the other aspects 
of life. In this we should be 
about finding the gifts, anoint¬ 
ing, and other good qualities 
in our children. These are to 
be nurtured, fed, and brought 
to full life by our help of 
teaching and edifying. We are 
to encourage the best to bring 
out what is hidden, to build up 
in such a way that our chil¬ 
dren have a desire for the right 
way and the good things of 
God. 

The way we speak will have 
so much impact on our chil¬ 
dren. How often we find our¬ 
selves addressing the wrong 
we find more than the good 
we see.

Front Street of Bardwell has 
disappeared from the land¬ 
scape forever! For those 
whose memories include Sat¬ 
urday when the sidewalks 
were full of people and stores 
were in abundance - no 
more! 

A special thanks to Lorena 
Davis for her superb article 
on her memories of going to 
the various businesses and 
shopping with her grand¬ 
mother and grandfather at 
Webb’s, Ben Franklin, Avis 
Graves Paint Store and the 
many other stores along Front 
Street. It brought back mem¬ 
ories of long ago. All we 
have now are those and other 
memories. 

We at the Carlisle County 
Museum and Library regret 
the loss of Front Street in 
Bardwell as much as anyone. 
However we began to pre¬ 
serve Carlisle County’s his¬ 
tory over three years ago; not 
because we knew this day 
would come but because we 
knew that history was being 
lost even then. We looked 
around and could see much of 
our heritage and history had 
already faded and was no 
more than a memory. 

Laketon is gone; Kirby ton is 
almost a ghost town; Milbum 
has lost most of its elegant 
past; Cunningham thrives in 
some ways but without any 
ties to its past. Bardwell and 
Arlington are but shadows of 
their former selves having 
lost most of their charm and 
uniqueness. 

This is why we began our 
quest in 2008 to bring to 
Carlisle County a place where 
you could come and see how 
and what we were like in days 
past. Days when each com¬ 
munity had its own school, 
when stores dotted the land¬ 
scape in each town and peo¬ 
ple could fill their needs 
without having to travel great 
distances to provide for daily 
requirements. 

For three years we were 
blessed with donations of 
items that show the greatness 


That broadcast brought back 
memories of my childhood of 
how my momma broke me 
from “throwing a fit”. We 
were living at the apartments 
at 109 Jefferson Street in Pa¬ 
ducah, Kentucky. I was seven 
or eight years old and some¬ 
thing or someone made me 
mad and I began to kick the 
wall, venting my anger and 
frustration.

We were blessed with many 
visitors to our little piece of 
history. We believe that those 
that visited enjoyed them¬ 
selves because many came 
back again and again - it is 
impossible to see everything 
in one trip. Plus we contin¬ 
ued to receive items of histor¬ 
ical value to place in the 
Museum for others to view. 
But we were more than a mu¬ 
seum: we also have a library 
for everyone who loves to 
read. Even students came 
and checked out our offerings 
on various subjects so they 
could complete a school proj¬ 
ect or do their homework. 
And the books keep coming! 

We began with approxi¬ 
mately fifty books and by the 
time we were forced to close 
our doors we had almost six 
thousand cataloged and avail¬ 
able for the public - no dupli¬ 
cates either. If you want a 
book by subject or author, we 
probably have it. 

We, the Board of Directors 
of the Carlisle County Mu¬ 
seum and Library, want to 
bring these and many more 
items out of storage and again 
have them available for you, 
the public! However, we 


every time I would stop, 
momma would whoop me 
with a switch.

We are now placed in a po¬ 
sition of asking for your help!

The bad news is that what 
we need is several thousands. 
Thousands, because to rent a 
suitable place requires a 
surety to the owner that we 
will be viable and pay utilities 
and rent for a reasonable 
amount of time and not move 
out quickly.

We have been 
fairly successful in raising 
money but not on the scale 
needed.

TITLE AND SUMMARY OF ORDINANCE NO. 3132012/1 

Title 

ORDINANCE FOR ADOPTION OF THE UNIFORM STATEWIDE 
MANDATORY BUILDING CODE CITY OF ARLINGTON, CARLISLE CO., KY. 

Summary 

This ordinance is passed to update the Code of Arlington, Kentucky and maintain compliance with several state regulations. Namely, the 
following: 

1. KRS 198.06(1), which requires that all building adhere to the uniform state 
building code as created by the Board of Housing, Buildings, and Construction; 

2. KRS 198B.060(1), which authorizes local governments to regulate single-family dwellings; 

3. KRS 198 b.060 (11), which requires the local government to employ or contract for or with electrical inspection services; 

4. KRS 198. B.060 (18), which authorizes each local government to establish a schedule of fees to cover the exact costs of any services 
performed. 

In order to meet these state-law requirements, the City of Arlington adopts, via this ordinance, the Kentucky Building Code and the Ken¬ 
tucky Residential Code. Furthermore, this ordinance designates Jimmy Bostic as the local enforcement agent/agency for the Kentucky 
Building Code, and requires that all building-code inspections and electrical inspections be performed by certified inspectors. Finally, 
copied below is the full text of each section of Ordinance no. 3132012/1 that imposes taxes or fees: 

SECTION 4. PERMITS AND FEES. 

THAT, the fees for permits and inspections shall be as provided for in the attached schedule.

Unusually Warm Spring Brings Threat of Termites 


Springtime, with its warmer 
temperatures and more abun¬ 
dant rainfall, is typically when 
many winged termites emerge 
inside homes and other struc¬ 
tures. Termites swarm from the 
colony to disburse, fall to the 
ground, find mates and start 
new colonies in the soil. 

From now through May, you 
might see swarms of winged 
termites, called swarmers, in¬ 
side your home, signaling an 
infestation that can cause ex¬ 
tensive and costly damage. 
Since swarmers are attracted to 
light, you often see them, or 
their shed wings, around win¬ 
dows, doors and light fixtures. 
We also see winged ants in the 
springtime. By examining the 
insect you can learn whether 
it’s a termite or an ant. Ter¬ 
mites have straight antennae; 
ants have elbowed antennae. 
Also, termites have uniform 
waists; ants have constricted 
waists between body regions. 
Termites have two pair of 
wings of equal size. Ants also 
have two pair of wings, but the 
forewings are longer than the 
hind wings. 

Other signs of a termite infes¬ 
tation are pencil-thin mud 
“tubes” on inside and outside 
surfaces such as foundation 
walls, piers, sills and floor 
joists. Termites make these 
mud tunnels to travel between 
underground colonies and your 
home. Another sign of an in¬ 
festation is damaged wood hol¬ 
lowed out along the grain with 
dried bits of mud or soil lining 
the feeding galleries. 

Termite feeding, and resulting 
damage, can remain unde¬ 
tected in exposed wood be¬ 
cause the outer surface usually 
is left intact. 


You can reduce the risk of a 
termite attack by following 
these suggestions: 

-Store wood off of the ground. 
-Keep moisture from accumu¬ 
lating near the foundation. 
-Reduce humidity in crawl 
spaces. 

-Store firewood, lumber or 
other wood debris away from 
the foundation. 

-Don’t store wood in the crawl 
space. 

-Sparingly use decorative 
wood chips and mulch. 
-Consider having your home 
treated by a professional pest 
control firm. 

Many infestations result from 
direct contact between struc¬ 
tural wood and the soil, which 
gives termites access to food, 
moisture, shelter and provides 
a hidden entry into your home. 
Make sure to have at least 6 
inches between the ground 
level and wood siding, porch 
steps, latticework, door or win¬ 
dow frames, posts and similar 
wooden elements. Contrary to 
popular belief, pressure-treated 
wood isn’t immune to infesta¬ 
tion because termites will enter 
through cut ends or cracks and 
build tunnels over the surface 
to susceptible wood above. 

Since termites are attracted to 
moisture, they are more likely 
to enter a structure when soil 
next to the foundation consis¬ 
tently is moist. So, divert water 
away from the foundation with 
properly functioning gutters, 
downspouts and splash blocks. 
Repair leaking faucets, water 
pipes and air conditioning 
units. Adjust the soil grade 
next to the foundation so that 
surface water drains away 
from the building, and adjust 
lawn sprinklers and irrigation 


systems to minimize water 
pooling near the foundation. 
Reduce humidity in crawl 
spaces by providing adequate 
ventilation. Don’t allow shrub¬ 
bery and other vegetation to 
grow over vents; it will inhibit 
cross-ventilation. You can re¬ 
duce crawl space moisture by 
installing four to six milliliter 
polyethylene sheeting over 
about 75 percent of the soil 
surface. 

Firewood, lumber and other 
wood debris stored against the 
foundation or in crawl spaces, 
attract termites and provide a 
food source. This practice also 
gives termites a hidden entry 
into the home and allows them 
to bypass any existing termiti- 
cide soil barrier. 

Cellulose-containing materi¬ 
als including mulch and wood 
chips attract termites. Use 
these materials sparingly, espe¬ 
cially when you have other 
conditions conducive to ter¬ 
mite problems. Never allow 
mulch to touch wood siding, 
door frames or window 
frames. Consider using 
crushed stone or pea gravel in¬ 
stead. These materials are less 
attractive to termites and can 
reduce other pests such as mil¬ 
lipedes, pillbugs, earwings and 
crickets. 

The best way to prevent ter¬ 
mite infestations is to have 
your home treated by a profes¬ 
sional pest control firm. 

There are two general cate¬ 
gories of termite treatment, liq¬ 
uids and baits. Liquid 
treatments are intended to pro¬ 
vide an effective, long-lasting 
chemical barrier, which ter¬ 
mites cannot breach, around 
and beneath your home. Ter¬ 
mite baits are installed in plas¬ 


tic stations below the ground in 
the yard and occasionally in¬ 
doors. Foraging termites con¬ 
sume the bait and share it with 
their nest-mates, resulting in a 
gradual decline in termite 
numbers. 

What should you look for 
when choosing a pest control 
firm? 

The firm should be licensed 
by the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture. Membership in 
the Kentucky Pest Control As¬ 
sociation and/or National Pest 
Control Association suggests 
the company is an established 
firm with access to the techni¬ 
cal and training information 
necessary to correctly do the 
job. Consider calling at least 
two to three companies and 
asking for references. 

Avoid pest control firms that 
pressure you into immediately 
signing a contract with “spe¬ 
cials” or scare tactics. 
Termiticides are extensively 
tested for adverse effects. 
Based on current research, reg¬ 
istered termiticides present no 
significant hazard to humans, 
pets or the environment when 
applied according to label di¬ 
rections. 

For more information on ter¬ 
mites and other pests, contact 
the Carlisle County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service. Educa¬ 
tional programs of the 
Kentucky Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service serve all people 
regardless of race, color, age, 
sex, religion, disability or na¬ 
tional origin.
